The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose an organic electroluminescent device having a polymer 
luminescent layer comprising a combination of host and luminescent dye molecules as required 
by the present claims. Polymers usable as the presently required host molecules are known or 
suggested by the art, as are transition metal complexes and linear re-conjugated molecules usable 
as the presently required luminescent dye molecule. However, the prior art does not anticipate 
the combination of host molecule and luminescent dye molecule required by the present claims, 
and does not suggest the superior results achieved by the combination as demonstrated by the 
data set forth in the specification.
